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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 
accomplished thereby:

LB 978 limits the boundary expansion of Class III school districts that are members of a learning 
community to no more than five hundred acres in any year or no more than one thousand five 
hundred acres within any period of three consecutive years.

The provisions of the bill shall not be construed to change the boundaries of any school district 
that is a member of a learning community or to negate any verbal or written boundary agreement 
between school districts entered into before the effective date of the act.
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
